Office space located in commercial building in Manhattan residential area appears 
secure, well maintained and conveniently located. Security of headquarters and all 
Resident Agency space heavily stressed. 50 older ears inspected. No safety defects. 
5 Resident Agencies do not have garage facilities — instructed to continue efforts to 
locate same. Automobile operating and repair costs above average; economy stressed. 
Utilization rate improved. 44 accidents since last Inspection (54 in prior comparable 
period). Bureau personnel held responsible in 7 accidents (6 prior period). Safe and 
defensive driving stressed. Ten cars impounded in Bureau cases stored in contract 
garage. Instructed to ex&love turnii^ these over to U. 3. Marshal to conserve needed 
Bpace. 

INVESTIGATIVE OPERATIONS . V^IRY GOOD 

Racial situation generally quiet; however, strong potential for disorder exists 
particularly in public hl^ school systems. Assistant Director in Charge instructed 
to initiate immediate corrective action to reverse the decline in racial informants. 
Improved coverage also ordered on foreign personalities who have influence on racial 
activities while visiting New York City area.

After reviewing the results of the recent inspection of the 
New York Office, I have approved the following ratings for your opera- 
tions: Physical Condition and Maintenance, Investigative Operations, 
Administrative C^rations, Personnel Matters and Applicant Recruit 
merit Blatters - Very Good; Contacts - Excellent. 

Your office space, including that in the Resident Agencies, 
was found to be well maintained and secure, Security of space, 
particularly in the Resident Agencies, is of paramount importance 
and must receive your continuing critical personal evaluation. Be 
sure that recent Bureau instructions concerning security are carefully 
followed. 

There are still five Besfdent Agencies without suitable 
stor£^^ garage facilities and your efforts to locate such space should 
be intensified. No safety defects were found in the automobiles 
inspected; however, your automotive operating and repair costs are 
above the field averages. Step up your efforts to reduce these costs. 
The reduction in the number of automobile accidents is encouraging; , 
however, there are too many instances wherein employees have J:K3en ; 
found responsible. Put more emphasis on defensive driving. In view ' 
of space needs, the ten impounded vehicles presently stored in the ' 
headquarters city garage should be promptly turned over to the U. 3. 
Marshal as socm as suitable arrangements can be made. 

While ao major racial violence has occurred in recent months, 
the great potential for it in your territory, particularly in the public high

schools remains ejctremely serious. I esqpect the New York Office to be 
able to obtain advance notice of all impending racial strife. To this end, 
you must take the necessary steps to bring about an improvement in your 
Eaclal informant Program* 

Your record of statistical accomplishments for Fiscal Year 
1970 showed a deficit in convictions; however, for the first eight months 
of the current fiscal year you are up in all four c£d:egorles. I shall 
expect your office to be in this favorable position at the end of the fiscal 
year. 

While your solution rate in bank robberies has Improved, your 
success in solving bank burglaries and bank larcenies has decreased, 
giving you an overall soluticm rate only slightly hig^hier than at the time 
of the last inspection. The unsolved violations must receive intensified 
investigation and the specific suggestions made by the Inspector to further 
improve your solution rate are to be implemented without delay^ 

Your Criminal Intelligence and Interstate Gambling Activities 
Programs have achieved noteworthy results. Contiuue to press these 
matters vigorously. The Inspector's finding that top- echelon informants 
have improved in both number and quality is a further step in the right 
direction. Your Criminal Informant and Security Informant Programs 
were rated very good. 



Of compelling urgency is the need for more effective counter- 
( TJ ) action again^Jlovlet and Soviet s^ellite espionage operations in the V- / 
^ ' United StatesT) I am convinced there sure shoirtcomings in our c ^ 

which must be corrected as soon as possible. 7^\ 

Insure the Inspector's instructions with regard to developments / 
(TJ) of sources to the[]DMnese]communist field arc aggressively implemented!^^ 
^ ' All violence-oriented New I»eft groups must be penetrated by high-level /^\ 
member informants. Accomplishment of these goals will be a real test 
of your leadership as Assistant Director in Charge of the New York Office. 

The Chief Clerk's Office was found to be operating effectively. 
Your project work, h«wever, has more than doubled since the last inspcc-, 
tion, stemming largely from a change in rules governing file destruction. 
The Inspector's suggestions for realignment of rotor clerks to assist in 
the handling of this work i^ould be carefully considered along with the 
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Mr. John F. Malone 

possibility of enlisting Agent assistance until the accumulated backlog 
is removea. 

Corrective action must be promptly tai^en with regard to the 
undesirable administrative trends fouittl by the Inspector. Of particular 
concern is the matter of review of indices references by case Agents. 
Procedures outlined by the Inspector to Insure that this fundamental 
step is taken and recorded are to be strictly followed. — 

V^ith regard to your request for fifteen additional Agents, five 
for applicant recruiting and ten for major jewel theft cases and major 
stock security cases, I have removed your office from the clerical <iuota 
for the Seat of Government effective immediately, thus releasing five 
Agents. I have approved the assignment of seven additional Agents for 
use on major jewel thefts and thefts of stock certificates, increasing 
your approved complement to 1066 Special Agents. Although your 
recruiting quota has been removed, I expect fuU participation by your 
office in supplying June graduates for Seat of Government vacancies. 

The substantive errors detected during the inspection highlight 
a need for more care on the part of investigative and supervisory per- 
sonnel.

Your Chief Clerk's Office was found to be functional and while 
I noted project work has bem stflbstantially reduced since the last inspec- 
tion, it continues to be above the field average as does pending work en 
hand. X also note that form errors and misfiled index cards were slightly 
above the field averages. These matters must receive close day-to-day 
attention to insure steady improvement. I was pleased to learn you had 
no 6ten(^aphlc delinquency and Qiat although stenographic production 
continues to be below tiie field average^ it was increased since the last 
inspection. Furtiier impror^tneat should be realized with the complete 
decentralization of the stenographic pool. 

1 have carefully considered your requests to maintain your 
total Special Agent complement at 1066 and your clerical complement 
at §63 but have concluded that such requests are not justified and 1 have 
apiKToved a total Agent complement of 1019 and a clerical complem@tii 
of S40 for your office. Existing clerical vacancies should be filled 
promptly and increased productivity on ibe part <^ all persounel should 
be stressed. You must also insure there is a ^topeT allocation of Agents 
among the various Blvisions to successfully meet investigative problems 
as they arise. 

Your recruiting d qualified Agent and clerical applicants since 
the previous inspection is most favorable. Continue your aggressive 
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Mr. John F. Malone 

approach to clerical recruitment and stress the need lor qualified appli- 
cants among aU Americans. 

I was pleased your contacts are providing valuable and diversified 
services. Continue to promote favorable relations with the news media 
and give your personal attention to the effectiveness c^ our public appear- 
ances as well as to the police training and National Academy programs. 

You, the Special Agents In Charge and the Assistant Special 
Ag^ts in Charge^ should carefully review the results of the Inspection 
and within thirty days of l^e receipt of this letter, advise the Bureau 
of the corrective action taken.

5 floors. Present space congested but maintained in secure, orderly and business- 
like manner. Resident Agency (RA) space well organized and neatly maintained. 
Security of Bureau space, equipment and sensitive material stressed. Firearms 
ranges adequate and secure. Representative number of Bureau automobiles 
inspected --no safety defects detected. High nonutilization of vehicles detected 
and analysis reveals office can effectively operate with 10 fewer cars which are 
being reassigned to offices having greater need. Reductions to occur in Head- 
quarters (5) and Resident Agencies (5), including Babylon, Garden City, Suffei-^n 
and White Plains (2).

Operating costs reduced during 
past year and are now comparable with field average. Accidents down from 
previous inspection period, 64 to 44, as well as number of Agents held responsible, 
9 to 6 (two accidents unresolved). Safety and economy of automotive fleet stressed 
through emphasis on defensive driving. Technical equipment properly maintained 
and utilized on authority of ADIC . No delinquencies detected in radio equipment, 
operation and maintenance. 

Investigati ve Operations - Very Good (Last Inspection - Very Good) . Case load 
4/30/73 " 16,947 (15,642 active); down from last inspection - 18, 842 (16, 932 
active); 12-month average of active pending cases 16,434, Drop due principally 
to consistent decline in Selective Service matters and reduction of persons included 
in the Administrative Index tinder new criteria. Case load and case closings 
per Agent substantially belo^^ offices of similar size; delinquency equal to or 
below offices of similar size 10 of past 12 months. 

Statistical accomplishments for first 10 months of Fiscal Year (FY) 1973- 
up in two of three categories (convictions and fugitives apprehended); down 26% 
in fines, savings and recoveries. Decline in latter due to unusually high savings 
($32 million) recorded in a single anti-trust case in prior FY. Office instructed 
to follow closely. Thirty- one substantive errors detected (handled separately). 
Errors involved instances of delayed, inadequate or incomplete investigation; 
failure to properly utilize NCIC; failure to forward handwriting specimens to 
FBI Laboratory; failure to execute Warning and Waiver of Rights Form, Interview 
Logs and FD-302s; improper reporting; failure to disseminate security infor- 
mation; failure to confirm in writing U. S. Attorney's opinion; failure to obtain 
SAC^s authority for security interview and delinquencies in administrative and 
investigative handling of criminal and security sources.

Extensive, self- initiated investigation conducted in Top Ten Fugitive 
cases due to security aspect of some fugitives^ affiliations, which cases receive 
close supervisory attention. Office is not origin in any Top Ten matters. Missed 
applicant and fugitive deadlines below field averages. Although missed civil 
rights deadlines remain slightly above field average, percentage represents 
decrease from previous inspection period - further reduction stressed, 54% (81

of 150) of violations of Bank Robbery (BR) Statute solved thus far in FY 1973; this 
is slightly below field-wide average of 59%, Office's long-range solution rate is 
63% compared to field-v/ide average of 65%. Past success in solving BR matters 
has contributed to sharp decrease of total number of violations (449 violations 
in FY 1971, 302 violations in FY 1972). Specific suggestions made to aid office 
in improving its current solution rate and to facilitate the administrative handling 
of cases. 

Criminal Intelligence and Interstate Gambling Activities Programs rated 
excellent v/ith 106 convictions thus far in FY 1973 including 20 for Extortionate 
Credit Transactions. Five La Cosa Nostra (LCN) "families'' in territory represent 
hub of national organization. LCN continues to be the largest and most powerful 
organized crime group in New York area, controlling illegal gambling, loan- 
sharking and labor racketeering, 743 LCN members identified among the five 
families; office instructed to place additional emphasis on identifying non-LCN 
organized crime figures with view towards effecting prosecution for violations 
V7ithin Bureau's jurisdiction and to increase coverage in Staten Island RA territory. 
Effective use made of 43 court- approved Title III installations since last inspec- 
tion, 84 quality top-echelon (TE) informants represent increase of one; 275 
targets under development constitute decrease of 105 since last inspection (includes 
31 cases closed by Inspector and 12 targets converted to criminal informants). 
Overall coverage has increased somewhat in scope and quality, Top-Echelon 
Informant Program rated excellent. 

Criminal Informant (CI) Program rated very good, 413 CIs (up 14), 627 
potential CIs (up 38) from last inspection. Overall numerical strength increased 
but quality and coverage in two RAs decreased from last inspection - improve- 
ment ordered.

Specific suggestions made to effect early apprehension 
of two Bureau fugitives; (to assist in the identification of a possible Cuban 
jU) intelligence agent^Jo locate a security subject; to aid in handling of a security/ 
informant; and to improve investigations in the security and organized crime ^-^^ 
fields. 

- Administrative Operations - Very Good (Last Inspection - Very Good) . New 
York 57-desk office, including ADIC, 5 SACs, 3 ASACs - justified. Effective 
utilization and proper allocation of Agents among various Divisions emphasized. 
Nine established RAs cover approximately 10,500 square miles with estimated 
population of almost 5 million. Considering economy of operations, statistical 
accomplishments, population and area covered, all RAs justified. Special 
Agent Accountants assigned New York adequate and are afforded assignments to 
upgrade individual accovinting qualifications. Chief Clerk's Office functional but 
both pending work and project work are above field averages although project 
work reduced 1354 days from the 2, 580 days existing at time of last inspection. 
Office encouraged to bring file and indices destruction as well as consolidation 
programs up to date. Form errors and misfiied index cards slightly above field 
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Re: Inspection - New York Office 



averages . Stenographic production increased since last inspection but continues 
below average. Completed decentralization of steno pool should further increase 
production. No stenographic delinquency reported. Bureau-approved odd-hour 
shifts justified. Confidential and Imprest Funds adequate for operations; no 
discrepancies detected. 

Undesirable administrative trends detected and corrected involved failure 
to include correct number of statements on Security Informant Progress Justifi- 
cation Letters; improper handling of Stop Cards and improper administrative 
handling of criminal informant matters. Administrative wealmesses noted in the 
handling of evidence and bullcy exhibits corrected (handled separately). Overtime 
productive, necessary and equitably shared. 

Personnel Matters - Excellent (Last Inspection - Very Good}, Total complement 
4/13/73 - 1,531 (1,017 Agents, 514 clerks). At last inspection total Agent com- 
plement authorized at 1066; clerical complement set a,t 555. Since last inspection 
11 new clerical positions authorized and 3 abolished for net increase of 8. Forty- 
nine clerical vacancies currently exist. ADIC requested Agent complement be 
authorized at 1066 and clerical complement set at 563. In-depth analysis by 
Inspector revealed NYO can operate effectively v;ith 1019 Agents and 540 clerks 
(approved separately). Morale high. Four Agents on limited duty, two on 
probation - retention justified. No Agents overweight or unavailable. 

Physical Fitnes s Program being implemented and encouraged. Super- 
visory personnel performing on-the-spot supervision to provide necessary training 
and leadership. Work-related injuries decreased sharply since last inspection 
(74 to 53). Office aware of need to reduce such injuries and safety encouraged. 
Health Unit well maintained and functioning in orderly manner for employee 
welfare. Commendations and Incentive Awards Programs utilized by supervisory 
staff when special recognition merited. 

Since last inspection, 37 Agent applicants recruited - 8 appointments 
currently outstanding. 36 clerical applicants entered on duty at FBIHQ since 
last inspection (no clerical quota); also, 80 clerical applicants recruited to fill 
NYO needs. Office instructed to continue aggressive approach to clerical 
recruitment and suggestions made to improve recruiting efforts. Need for 
qualified applicants among all Americans emphasized. 

C ontacts - Excellent (Last Inspection - Excellent). 42 contacts (31 in Headquarters 
City and 11 in RA territories) furnishing valuable and diversified services. This 
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represents decrease of 3, but 2 contacts developed by ADIC since last inspection. 
Speech Program including radio and television productive with good variety of 
professional groups being reached and widespread geographical coverage achieved. 
Liaison and National Academy Programs effective and police training productive. 
Relations with civic, business and Federal officials, including U. S. Attorneys 
and press (with known exceptions), cordial and effective. Persons contacted spoke 
highly of FBI and New York personnel.

During inspection his Division 
was involved in an administrative write-up regarding the handling and maintenance 
of evidentiary items and/or bulky exhibits - not culpable. No substantive errors 
detected.

Involved in administrative write-up for 
not completely following Bureau instructions regarding submission of forms 
concerning travel data re extremists and other subversives - deemed not culpable.

EMPLOYMENT AGREEMENT 



As consideration for employment in the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), United 
States Department of Justice, and as a condition for continued employment, I hereby declare 
that I intend to be governed by and I will comply with the following provisions: 

(1) That I am hereby advised and I understand that Federal law such as 
Title 18, United States Code, Sections 793, 794, and 798; Order of the 
President of the United States (Executive Order 11652); and regulations 
issued by the Attorney General of the United States (28 Code of Federal 
Regulations, Sections 16.21 through 16.26) prohibit loss, misuse, or un- 
authorized disclosure or production of national security information, other 
classified information and other nonclassified information in the files of 
the FBI; 

(2) I understand that unauthorized disclosure of information in the files 
of the FBI or information I may acquire as an employee of the FBI could 
result in impairment of national security, place human life in jeopardy, or 
result in the denial of due process to a person or persons who are subjects 
of an FBI investigation, or prevent the FBI from effectively discharging its 
responsibilities. I understand the need for this secrecy agreement; there- 
fore, as consideration for employment I agree that I will never divulge, 
publish, or reveal either by word or conduct, or by other means disclose to 
any unauthorized recipient without official written authorization by the 
Director of the FBI or his delegate, any information from the investigatory 
files of the FBI or any information relating to material contained in the files, 
or disclose any information or produce any material- acquired as a part of the 
performance of my official duties or because of my official status. The burden 
is on me to determine, prior to disclosure, whether information may be disclosed 
and in this regard I agree to request approval of the Director of the FBI in each 
such instance by presenting the full text of njy propose^ disclosure in writing to 
the Director of the FBI at least thirty (30) days prior to disclosure. I understand 
that this agreement is not intended to apply to information which has been placed 
in the public domain or to prevent me from writing or speaking about the FBI but 
it is intended to prevent disclosure of information where disclosure would be 
contrary to law, regulation or public policy. I agree the Director of the FBI is 

in a better position than I to make that determination; 

(3) I agree that all information acquired by me in connection with my official 
duties with the FBI and all official material to which I have access remains 
the property of the United States of America, and I will surrender upon demand 
by the Director of the FBI or his delegate, or upon separation from the FBI, any 
material relating to such information or property in my possession; 

(4) That I understand unauthorized disclosure may be a violation of Federal 
law and prosecuted as a criminal offense and in addition to this agreement may 
be enforced by means of an injunction or other civil remedy. 

I accept the above provisions as conditions for ray eraployment and continued employment 
in the FBI. I agree to comply with these provisions both during my employment in the FBI and

Dr* GERTiiER at the time was in Stockholm ^ Sweden, 
attending a Cardiovascular Symposium* I explained my problem 
to Dr. LEETMA, who is Assistant to Dr. GERTLER, He placed me 
on the electrocardiogram and no irregularities were noted. 
The next day he sent me for chest and throat X-Rays. The 
results were negative. Dr. LEETMA indicated that I did have 
i/hat appeared to be a virus. However, to be sure he ordered 
me back on May 31st for another elec trocar iogram. The results 
were still negative. He suggested I cancel all week-end 
appointments until Dr. GERTLER returned from Stockholm. 

Dr. GERTLER called me on 6/5/74, and asked that I 
stop down to his office, at which time he stated that he has 
detected a slight irregularity in the last cardiogram and wanted 
me to take a treadmill electrocardiogram, at the conclusion of 
which he stated there is a definite irregularity that would have 
to be very closely watched. He ordered that all appointments 
be cancelled and I should obtain as much rest as possible 
although he permitted me to continue work. 

After several more electrocardiograms, iSr. Gertler 
concluded that a small blood vessel leading to the heart had 
been damaged. He attributed the noted irregularity to running 
up the steps and to the exertion that followed-. He stated that 
no man of my age could do something like that and not expect 
to have deleterious results. He stated that I could continue 
to do almost anything I had been doing short of running up 
steps . 

The last electrocardiogram was on June 18th, at 
which time he said considerable improvement had been noted. 
He stated it will be necessary to continue in a semi-5?est 
status for approximately one month. 

Dr. GERTLER will be glad to furnish a report for 
Bureau records after I have finished with him. 

I am scheduled to attend the FBI National Academy 
Associates Retraining Session at Cincinnati from 7/7-10/74. 
While Dr. Gertler would not say that I should not attend, he 
did say he would rather have me within a closer radius of New York 
for the next several weeks. I am therefore requesting that 
I be excused from attending the National Academy Retraining 
Session at Cincinnati and unless advised to the contrary, I have 
designated SAC 1, RALPH J. RAMPTON, of the NYO to attend in my 
place.

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By letter dated 6-18-74, which is attached, Assistant Director 
Malone described in some detail an incident which involved his running up two 
long flights of stairs to the top of the Pan Am Building in connection with a 
helicopter hijacking. Mr. Malone, together with police officers on top of the 
roof, charged the helicopter, pulled the hijacker out and subdued him. Several 
days later, Mr. Malone consulted his personal physician because of feeling 
tired, rim down, and having chest congestion. After a series of tests his doctor 
concluded a small blood vessel leading to the heart had been damaged and 
attributed it to the rxmning up steps and the exertion that followed. The doctor 
informed Mr. Malone that no man of his age could do something like that and 
not expect it to have deleterious results. The doctor told Mr. Malone he could 
continue to do almost anything short of running up steps. 

Director Kelley wrote a note of encouragement to Mr. Malone on 
6-25-74 urging him to follow his doctor's recommendations to the letter. 

Upon learning of this situation, I felt that there were two matters 
that needed to be resolved aad I called Mr. Malone this morning. In response 
to my query, he stated that he was feeling exceptionally well and his doctor was 
completely satisfied that he was in excellent condition consistent with his age. 
We discussed the matter of whether Mr. Malone should be considered as in 
limited duty status with restrictions on the type of activity he was to engage in. 
Mr. Malone said that his doctor felt he could engage in any activity his Bureau 
position might require except that he was not to place himself in a position where 
he would be running up flights of stairs and engaging in physical combat. 
Accordingly, Mr. Malone and I agreed that there was no necessity of placing a 
blanket restriction on his activities as would be indicated if we classified him as 
being in a limited duty status, but he was by all means to adhere to the one 
limitation imposed upon him by his doctor. He stated he would do this,, that he 
would keep in close contact with his doctor and should there be any change in the

This situation is quite comparable to one that prevailed for a 
number of years as to former SAC D. K. Brown, who had much the same 
restriction on his physical activities for a number of years.

Mr. Malone and I also discussed the fact that it appeared that the dif- 
ficulty he had experienced was attributed by his doctor to running up the steps 
and to the exertion that followed. This was definitely a service connected

Security of Office 

Request of NYO to deputize Special Clerks as tJnited States Marshals 
for use as lobby guard force reviewed. Nonfeasibility of this proposal pointed out to 
NYO based on fact Director of IJ. S. Marshal's Service would not authorize deputizing 
Special Clerks and because of inherent legal problems. NYO to reconsider this matter 
in context of possible move to new space. 

Overall Assessment 

The primary purpose and responsibility of Division I is to administra- 
tively serve all Divisions of the NYO to insure efficient operations within the office so- 
that the NYO can effectively carry out its responsibilities. It is functioning in an 
excellent manner. 

DIVISION II (CRIMINAL) 

Agent complement. Division II, 4/26/74- 301 Agents (including SAC, ASAC 
and 14 supervisors). Increase from 215 Agents (last inspection) due essentially to 
transfer of 3 squads from another Division, Significant downward trend noted in 
supervisory case load on two RA desks. Recommendation made to eliminate these two 
desks (approved separately). 

Bank Robbery violations up. Through first ten months 1974 Fiscal Year (FY) 
422 violations compared to 264 violations for entire FY 1973. 

Criminal Informant Program (CIP) rated good. As of 5/20/74, 374 CIs (413 
last inspection), and 438 potential CIs (627 last inspection). These figures include 
CIs and PCIs handled by both Divisions II and V (Organized Crime). Accomplishments 
attributable to informants down in six of eight categories. Need to follow up on 
disseminated information stressed. Decentralization of CI coordination recently

instituted for better informant utilization and improved quality. NYO requested to 
evaluate, when appropriate, and advise Bureau of results. 

RA space well organized, secure and neatly maintained - only minor correc- 
table deficiencies noted. Space occupied by Kingston RA in excess of guidelines — to 
be resolved with Administi-ative DivisioUo RA case load analysis disclosed two RAs 
(Babylon and Staten Island) with marginally excessive manpower - instructed to follow 
closely. Excessive manpower noted in another RA (White Plains) corrected by trans- 
fer of Agent - no replacement. 

Trends 



Five trends noted in Division n which relate to delay in preparation of 
six-month reports for field use in deserter matters^ improper preparation of outgoing 
letters, delay in opening new cases, failure to identify employee conducting investiga- 
tion, and pending inactive matters in Selective Service Act violations being assigned 
rather than unassigned per manual instructions. Corrective action ordered. 

Suggestions 

Six suggestions provided to this Division pertain to leads in Fugitive 
Deserter matter; placing Flash Notice (FD-165) in Treatment Alternative to Street 
Crime cases (TASC); investigation for Bank Robbery matter; leads in Probation Vio- 
lator matter; use of Special Clerk to check status of reactivated pending inactive 
Admiralty cases and implementation of tickler system, and leads to locate fugitives. 

Substantive Errors 

Nine substantive errors detected (handled separately) relating to 
delayed investigation and reporting in Selective Service matter, delayed investigation 
in Bank Fraud and Embezzlement matter, failure to submit six-month reports in 
Fugitive Deserter matter, delayed investigation and delayed reporting in Fugitive 
Deserter matter^ delayed investigation in Fugitive Deserter matter, delayed and 
inadequate investigation in Probation Violator matter, delayed investigation in Inter- 
state Transportation of Stolen Property matter; failure to confirm authorization of 
Assistant U. S. Attorney within five working days, and failure to conduct logical 
investigation in Ascertaining Financial Ability matter. 

Overall Assessment 

The supervision and investigation of matters in Division n are 
generally effective and achieving satisfactory results. Elimination of the two RA

decreased since the last inspection, the general quality of the informant progi 
remained relatively stable. Security informants (Sis) decreased from 36 to 33; 
potential Sis decreased from 26 to 18. While overall coverage is considered adequate^, 
there is a definite need for improvement as well as fuller participation on the part of 
Agents assigned. 

Decrease in the number of Sis reporting on Communist Party, USA, down from 
38 last inspection to 32, PSIs increased from 4 to G. Coverage is very effective ori 
national and state level, but definite need for member informants on club level 
emphasizedo Numerical decrease in pro-Castro Cuban matters but quality of 
coverage remains high.

Overall Assessment 

Division III is generally doing a creditable job in fulfilling its respon-- 
sibilities; however, the foregoing points out numerous areas where informant coverage 
must be improved. The significant number of substantive errors and trend memoranda 
also indicate a need for tightening administrative and supervisory procedures which 
should receive priority attention. 

PrvTESION Y (ORGANIZED CRIME) 

Agent complement is 178, including SAC. Of these 171 are assigned investiga- 
tive duties and report to a coordinating supervisor or one of five field supervisors. 
Although the designated complement for this Division is 183, each section indicated 
their present manpower is adequate and the Inspector agrees. The present supervi- 
sory structure and Agent complement are justified* 

^ At the time of the last inspection, this Division was comprised of seven 
sections and had 191 Agents assigned. In July, 1973, a section handling Theft from 
Interstate Shipment matters was transferred to the Criminal Division. Selective 
Service Matters were added. ta the Deserter Section of this Division in August, 1973. 
This section, handling both Deserter and Selective- Service matters, wj^ transferred 
in January, 1974, to the Criminal Division. The reduction in case load in this Division 
from 2552 as of last inspection to' 1567 as of 3/31/74, is due in large part to the trans- 
fer of the two sections and their cases. 

The NYO proposed to form a new section in the Organized Crime Division, 
responsible for the investigative activities of two La Cosa Nostra (LCN) "families," 
which, along with other matters, are now handled by an existing section. Inspector 
recommended that rather than create a new section one of the '^famiiies'^ and suffi- 
cient personnel from within the Division be reassigned to Section 51 for a six-month 
period to determine the effectiveness of this arrangement. SAC, Division V, con- 
curred with this recommendation. 

The Metropolitan New York City area continues to be the base of operations 
for five of the Nation^s- most notorious LCN "families. " There are also present non- 
LCN organized crime figures, both black and white, in the New York Division. The 
investigative effort has been geared to develop quality cases resulting in obtaining 
valuable intelligence information and prosecution of the principal persons comprising 
organised crime in the territory. The criminal activities of LCN and other organized 
crime groups consist primarily of illegal gambling, loan sharking, labor racketeering, 
narcotics sale and distribution and fencing of stolen property.

The NYO Top- Echelon Criminal Informant Program (TECIP) is rated excellent. 
While a decrease in the number of TEs being operated occurred since the last inspec- 
tion (from 84 to 81), a significant compensating increase occurred in the number of 
targets under development from 275 to 311 during the same period. TECIP was 
largely responsible for scoring 189 convictions sir.ce last inspection and the seizure of 
cash, securities and other forms of property valued at $10, 211, 782,00. 

Currently six LCN member informants operating and need exists to increase 
emphasis in development of additional LCN member informants, particularly in the 
"Evola" and"Luchese" LCN "families. " 

Suggestions 

A suggestion was made in an effort to enhance the basic administration 
of the TECIP files- relating to the timely and uniform development of background 
information concerning targets under development. 

Trends 

A Trend Memorandum called attention to the failure to utilize a non- 
Symbol Number Mormant page on the Administrative pages of investigative reports 
v/here required. Corrective action ordered. 

Substantive Errors 

Three substantive errors were detected (handled separately), two of 
which related to closing cases prior to insurmg^ proper indexing. Another error was 
found in the failure to submit a Flash Notice to FBIHQ in a Criminal Informant case. 

Overall Assessment 

Division V is doing demonstrably well in developing quality intelligence 
information and good quality prosecutable cases in organized crime matters with 203 
subjects awaiting prosecutive action. 

Two cases exemplifying the work of this Division are: the I l lnvesti- 

gation involved extensive illegal gambling activity in violation of the Illegal Gambling 
Business Statute. As many as 50 Special Agents participated in this investigation. 



J It is anticipated that approximately 75- organized crime 



figures will be indicted as a result of this major investigation. The James Vincent 
Napoli investigation represents a successful investigation of one of the largest illegal
